Remember that you are asking 
someone to buy your services. The 
mere fact that you want a job 
doesn’t interest him. You must con¬ 
vince him that th* deal will be ad¬ 
vantageous ! rom his point of view. 
Be sure that your letter is neatly 
written, for your own appearance 
and other characteristics will be 
judged by it just as they would be 
by the manner in which you pre¬ 
sented yourself for a personal 
interview. 

An enclosed, stamped, self-ad¬ 
dressed envelope makes it easy for 
your prospective employer to reply, 
granting you an interview. Further,’ 
it is evidence of your ability to put 
yoursdf in the other fellow's place, 
and many great businesses have 
been built on the ability of those 
directing them to put themselves 
in the place of the prospective pur¬ 
chasers and figure out what it is 
they really need.

tomatoes lias acquired such a 
vogue in the last few years that 
it K- now one of the major con¬ 
cern.- of the commercial canning 
industry There arc a number of 
reasons for this, all good, but the 
chief reason is that tomato juice 
just tastes line to nearly every¬ 
body. 

As is perfectly natural when l 
any new beverage has such a 
vogui*. everyone lias taken a shot | 
at making v;.nations of it. Some 
people just drink tho juice of 
canned tomatoes, and save tho 
vegetable s themselves for use in 
other dishes Others prefer the 
prepared canned tomato juices 
with seasoning added. Still others ( 
try 1 paint i ha lilj. and concoct 
combinations of tomato juice and ; 
other ingredients. Tomato juice 
is a b wi ui which >ou do not 
tire, hut it i Interesting to know 
how some people have tried to 
vary it. Here are a few examples. 
The Simplest Forms 
Iced. Ton ia Jukr: Mix to¬ 
gether and thill thoroughly the, 
contents of two cans tomato juice.! 
salt and pepper to taste, two table-, 
spu m sugar, a few drops of Wur -1 
cesler.Miiro sauce and a few drops 
of Tabasco sauce. Serves six. 

Tomatoode: Heat two cups' 

strained tomato juice and one- 
fourth cup sugar to boiling to dis¬ 
solve the sugar. Add one fourth 
cup lu non juice and one-half tea 
I, m ,v. i ioishire sauce, und 
chill. >oi ;c very cold in cocktail 
glasses.

With Other Vegetables 

Tomato and Cucumber Cordial: 
Slice one medium cucumber thin 
with the peeling left on. Simmer 
together for thirty minutes three 
cups strained tomato juice, two 
• ups water, one clove garlic, the 
sliced cucumber, one teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon sugar and a 
few grains pepper. Strain and 
cool the juice. Serve ice cold in 
glass cocktail cups. Serves eight. 

Tomato and Celery Cocktail: 
Simmer together for thirty min¬ 
utes three cups strained tomato 
juice, two cups water, one cup cel¬ 
ery (outer stalks and leaves), one 
buy leaf, one teaspoon horseradish, 
one peppercorn, one teaspoon salt 
and oue slice onion. Strain and 
cool. Serve cold in cocktail 
glasses. Serves eight. 

With Charged Water 

Sparkling Tomato Beverage: 
Add the juice of one lemon, one 
tablespoon sugar and salt to taste 
to the contents of two cans tomato 
juice, aud have very cold. Add 
one-half pint ice cold charged 
water and serve at once in small 
glass cups. Makes six -ups. 

Tomato and Ginger Ale Pick- 
Me-Up: Add oue tablespoon sugar, 
the juice of one lemon aud a few 
grains salt to the contents of one 
cun tomato juice, and chill over- 
night, AUl 'hill wholiUf pint 
ginger ale overnight, aud in the 
morning combine the two and 
serve at once. Makes*four small 
glasses aud is recommended as 
especially efficacious for the morn¬ 
ing after the night before.*
